Instrument Quickly Affected by the 

Change of Temperature.

If you would keep your piano and oth- 
er musical instruments at their best take 
care of them in summer. Always affected 
by change of temperature the dampness 
of summer adds another element against 
which they should be protected if tone, 
case and mechanism are not to be in- 
jured. Without this care they will suffer 
as a Yrheumatic person is affected by 
weather. 

Persons at the seashore, which usually 
is reeking dampness, almost invariably 
keep a piano lid down to protect the in- 
strument, but those who are in the city 
are tess likeiy to be so particular. Yet 
dust wilj play havoc with strings, ham- 
mers and case, and it is quite as impor- 
tant that lids should be kept closed there 
as when by the sea. Moreover, always 
when the instrument is not in use it 
should be entirely covered with a linen 
that will prevent dust from _ sifting 
through joints or cracks. A¢#] furniture 
collects more dust in the summer when 
windows and doors are open, and a piano 
is no exception, 

Humid days, several in succession, will 
have a marked effect upon a piano if 
measures are not taken to dry it at the 
first opportunity. As soon aS the sun 
shines open the instrument wherever
